We saw, 
in i he ease with which the republic could 
bear the strain of a stupendous war, the ex- 
cellence of popular institutions iu their 
geneial workiug. 

We can contemplate iu President John- 
son a specimen of the men by which tlx M 
results are worked out. No doubt all tail- 
or, have not the genius of Andrew John- 
son, nor all rail-splitters the honesty and 
rare political instinct of Abraham Lincoln; 
but how comes it that, in conducting a war 
and in concluding a peace, the United 
States should have nit upon these two ex 
ceptional rulers, sprung from the indus- 
trial ranks? 

The answer is that when the people gov- 
ern—the whole people, and not the privi- 
leged fragments Of the nation— the ablest 
men will, as a general rule, lind their way 
to the front, and thus, in seasons of emer- 
gency the inten-sts of the country are con- 
lided to the care, ir t of antiquated imbe- 
cility, but of genius, of skill, and of states- 
manship. Those institutions cannot be 
radically defective which, in a season of 
trial, so rapidly brought oQt two such rul- 
ers as Lincoln 'and Johnson, and two s uch 
soldiers as Grant and Sherman. Is it not 
worth trying, after such experience, wheth- 
er our artisans and rail-apiittofO are fit to 
give a vote?— London Star.

Sew York Kit torial Fraternity. 

The following about New York editors is 
iuteresting: 

The largest of New Yelk odttoin, in point 
of size, is James Gordon Bennett, while the 
smallest is Henry J. Raymond. Both of 
these men have been bold editors, and yet, 
quite strangely, the latter has never met 
tno touch of personal violence, w hile the 
former has been punished olten, and severe- 
ly. Mr. Raymond exhibits a marvelous 
contrast between muscle and intellect. His 
industry, for a quarter of a century past, 
has been incredible, and ho has the reputa- 
tion of being the hardest worker in New 
York. In this way he has built up the 
Times. 

Eraetus Brooks, of the Express, is of a 
tail, nervous frame, indicating an ordinary 
degree of power, and yet, with all his abili- 
ty, he has buled to btuld up a leading paper. 

As for Etomoo Greeley, almost everybody 
kAowi how he looks, and we need only add 
that he dres-es DUMB better than in former 
days, and the famous white coat has retired 
from service. We believe that the eceentr c 
ities of this peculiar man are entirely un- 
..:!>•• tad, and are the idio- yneracies of his 
nature. Mr. Greeley has changed but little 
in twenty years, and wears remarkably 
well, considering the great amount of work 
he turns off daily. When we first saw Mr. 
Greeley, he was a tall, s'ender youth, with 
0 peculiar ireshness of countenance, anil a 
beautiful simplicity playing over his fea- 
tures. Thifl was in 1899, when he was strug- 
gling for a foothold iu the great metropolis 
He has since become stouter, and while he 
shows the marks of time he has not put i tl 
the early marks of his character. 

His chief opponent, TbUrloW Weed, issix 

feat high, and well-proportinn4M, albeit we 
do not admire his stylo of counteuan'.e. 
We are glad that these'two gentlemen are 
now united in the support of the party to 
which they belong. 

We have thus referred to tht veterans of 
the daily press, and may remark that dur- 
ing twenty years or more they have stood 
at their post on daily toil with unitorm in- 
dustry, and in each individual case have 
gained in weight since the commencement. 
Not one has died during the term men- 
tioned. 

Among the editorial corps of New York 
the public interest singles out one as an ob- 
ject of chief curiosity. This is Bennett. 
There is perhaps an excuse to b3 found for 
this, in the fact that no public mau has said 
so much about himself as he. He has even 
advertised his own personal ugliness, and 
thai, too, in a most indelicate manner. We 
might quote from his own columns such re- 
ferences ad Jiausfua, but we foi beur. Mr. 
Bennett is seldom seen, and while other ed- 
itors are o p e n to the public, his method for 
y c- has be n seclusion. We think this 
habit grew out of a sense of danger, arising 
ii cm the bitterness of his personal attacks, 
and the frequent retaliation which follow- 
ed Mr. Bennett is understood to make no 
ejaim on public sympathy; ho has warred 
upon society and expects to receive what- 
ever may come. 

II weal'h be the great end in life he has 
succeede.i, since his establishment is esti- 
mated at two millions; but we doubt if this, 
affords the expected satisfaction. Iu early 
eavs Mr. Bennett was tall, slender ami ex* 
Of edingly awkward. He lias since become 
very HOW, and is the largest, stoutest and 
richest of the New York editors. He is de- 
scended from an old Scotch Roman Catholic 
family, was educated for the priesthood, 
and though a life-long scoffer of stored 
things, still ciings to his early faith. Of the 
religious preferences of the other editorial 
gentlemen referred to, we may add that Mr. 
Greeley is a Univ. realist, Mad Mr. R »y- 
un>nd a Presbyterian. Of the religious 
press, Mr. Prime, of the Observer, is a large, 
well-built man, with quiet and unostenta- 
tious manners. This coi responds with the 
character of the sheet he issues, which is a 
pleasant, readable, and useful paper. 
Theodore Tdton, of the Independent, It oue 
Of the youngest of the fraternity, and may 
expect something of a compliment as to 
personal appearance. The Independent, 
although ranking among religious journals, 
is highly literary in its character, and 
boaeta In ita editor B poet of no ordinary 
i.bilitv. Bryailt, Of the Evening Post, is, 
as nil know, the patriarch of the citv press; 
ho !> venerable in appearance and august 
vet cheerful iu manners, and bears the 
s tamp of nature's greatness. His associate 
: • ! ioa-ttt-lunr, Parke Godwin, is about 
twenty-five years his junior, and is a good 
speeimeu of humanity. 

The Disclaiming Hand Holders, 

The New York Times says that the list of 
Confederate bond holders, lately published 

La Uhi untry. and which has created such 

an excitement in Englaud, is "a transcript 
of a document found in the archleves of the 
Confederacy. Tho original is uo.v in pos- 
■mslt 'ii of the authorities at Washington." 
If, as the Englishmen who are now smart- 
ing under the expose suy, the whole affair 
is a fabrication, it has not been a Yankee 
fabrication. Nor is it probable that there 
would have been any attempt to deceive 
tho Rebel Government in this matter, as 
nothing was to be gained by such a decep- 
tion. There is room for artful dispositions 
of words in this matter, which may seem to 
jii li.'y the peculiar character of the denials 
which have been made in behalf of the re- 
puted loau holders, and _\ et be n OUpprOO 
siou of the truth. When Mr. Beresford 
Hope says he never held a farthing of the 
loan, he may tell the truth, and yet it may 
have been arranged that he should hold it 
if the matter turned out successful. 

A reservation of the amount set down op- 
posits his name OOttld easily have been 
made by the Rebel Government, as the 
price of his services in their cause, which 
are well known to havo been earnest and 
faithful. Mr. Hope deserves to be "let in- 
to" this good thing, il it should be good, and 
to bo protected from loss if it should talL 
Such matters are e asily arranged, as every 
one who is acquainted with the modus ope- 
raatffof many stock rascalities iu this coun- 
try well understands. Laird, tho Alabama 
builder, employs another to deny for him 
that he "ever held or was Inter— ted In that 
stock," and yet Laird ought to have be n 
Interested, and part payment in lho:»e rich- 
ly promising bonds would be a natural dis- 
position. Mr. U. F. Seymour neeUM to ad- 
mit the soft impeachiueiitthat he was a sub- 
scriber, bat says he was not a loser -'direct- 
ly, or indirectly, by said loan."

Locisvillk October 24, 1865. 
Editors Union Pk»s: I have read tbe 
remarkable Utter of His Excellency Gov- 
ernor Bramlette which appeared in the 
Louisville Journal of the 23J inst., as a con- 
tinuation of tbe controversy originated by 
General Green Clay Smith and himself for 
my removal from this military Department 
with both surprise and regret. 

I am surprised that the Governor is not 
better informed than he states himself to 
bf of tbe true state of affairs in Kentucky. 
He -ays, and I give this statement of bis as 
„ specimen: "There is not and has not been 
mm* opposition made in Kentucky to the 
freedom of the mmmmi soldier and his fam- 
ily, if so it bas never come to my knowledge. 
The law of Congress fieeiug this class is ac- 
quiesced in and obeyed." 

WbM the facts are and it is well Unown 
tnr. BgfcMal the State that JodfM Andrews, 
Apperson and Pe.rl or the Circuit Court 
ol Ihe Stale have Weh (h cried the very law 
to be unconstitutional and void, oonlerring 
no r'ghts whatever up ui the lamilies ol sol- 
diers, and it is also true t'^it the Grand 
Jnrvol Oidham, and oilier counties of ihe

know that while there are many instai ees 
of cheerful acjuiesence in and obedience to 
this act of wise and humane policy, it was 
ill received by a majority of ihe people ol 
the State, and thai no attempt has b. en 
made bj- any department of the Govern- 
ment to protect ihe people made free by lb. 
law. 

And then in regard to the pass system, of 
which so liiuc'i has been said l>y way <>' 
c impjotol I am surprised that Governor 
Bramlette should assert that "the pass sys- 
teaj carried out m Kentucky and for which 
Hen. Palmer is held responsible was not 
intended to benefit or protect the cl.iss of 
p rsous who were entitled to their freedom 
under any act of Congress or Proc'atnaliou 
of the Prudent, but to apply to those who 
were not embraced in any iaw or pr«.c!a 
matiou." I am bound to suppose that the 
Governor has read the paper to whirh he 
has taken the pains of preparing a n ply 
and that he is w ilin g to admit that the au- 
thor of the pass svMeni is well acqu linleo 
w.lhhisown intentions and ought to be 
believed, especially when he dec arcd thai 

11 ten. i"ii on the lac<* of ihe order upon 
which tbe system rests. The Governor is 
lamiiiar, I trust, with hese orders. He 
Mews too that the ol ji»ct of ihe pass tft)r 
lem was in the lirst in.stauca to euabli- ihe 
large number of unemployed men and w - 
men who were «-ongre»:ate<l in Louisville to 
^.•o elsewhere iu search of employment, and 
to use tne m>. aus of travel accessible to all 
others iu doing so. They were in this city, 
ami were from a variety of causes without 
Homes, employ incut, or food, und could 
only escape from that prcd.camenl by emi- 
•Mation. I only opened the lines of tn.vel 
and decid d nothing iu regard to freedom. 
Nor nam any order of mine or any pas.- 
given in pursuauce of any such order pur 
port or proless to make or declare any per- 
son free. 

ll ' tiovernor Bramlette is as well acquaint- 
ed with the facts as ho is with the law, be 
kn ws that before any passes were issuetl 
all the railroads, steamboats and ferry- 
boats iu the Slate bad refused peremptorily 
to trausjiorl persons who had no oiher evi 
tonao ot their righta u> flraartom than thai 
they were the wives aud children of colored 
soldiers. In fact, it was insisted by sonic 
that the act of Congress was void, as re- 
-pec (d Kentucky, hc.-ause ibe Jaw of the 
Slate did not recognize the marriage oi 
slaves. Under all tbe circumstances, car- 
riers of passe nuers preferred litigation with 
uegria'S who hud no money and lew friends, 
to controversy with the masters, who were 
well supplied with both. I can furnish 
proof thai In lanj cus ■ women and chil- 
dren, the families of soldiers, were expelled 
Irom the cars aud lerry-boats^ on account 
of apptchensions created hy the clamor of 
slaveholders and Ihe decisions ol Judges, 
that it was daiiyerous to transport ihein. 

1 think now 1 am done with explanation 
of the pass system, and re ler to my numer- 
ous leller.s, alreaoy puhlished, lor any fur- 
ther iaanraaatton w hich may be desired up- 
on the subject. 

I regret UmU the Governor in his attempt 
to reach my policy sh uld have found it 
necessary to draw upou that uever-lailing 
louutaiu of romance as well us prejudice, 
"insult aud outrage perpetraleu i»y negro 
soldiers and their clh eis upon good ciu 
z-ns, v and that he should think ltjuai to 
couple them wiih the pass system. He s.j-.s 
the whole s\.s;etn was "hut a p;;>s iro'ni 
li> nerai Palmer or ■ooaoof ins sub mliuate* 
lo end ihe whole question." The tt ^ht ct 
mi initiation w hich < an blend with this sim- 
ple acl sights and scenes ol ''insult aud out- 
rage wautouly | erpetiated by negro so - 
diers and their uthcers upon g>H>d t-iii/.eus" 
is wonderiul indeed. Some u»*gro aoldiera 
aavn p. rpetraied outrages iu Kentucky, 
but I have not beard oi a single instance 
which hid the remotest connection with 
the p i»s system. 

Bui 1 am much more concerned that the 
Governor has failed lo discover the true 
point in i-sue t> tw.en us. He cbarg. s thai 
I assuuuil the power aud the right to de- 
stroy slavery in Kentucky, and that be- 
cause the ohjeci was and is to destroy 
slavery in Kentucky, it is unlawful and ai 
wsr w nh the Government. I now stale as 
I h. vela-lore stateo, lhat it is my delibe- 
rate conclusion, formed alter much and 
patient study and rell ction, thai slavery 
has no legal existence in Kentucky, and 
thai bU and every person iu ihe State who 
restrains any other |»erson of his or her lih- 
eiiy anan the pretense of slavery, does so 
in violation ot l .w; that it is Hie duty of 
Governor Bramlette as tne t hud Magis 
trate of the State to assert this right of On e- 
hhnj lor all its inhabitant*: that it is the 
legal duty of all ollicers of all departments 
oi ihe S ale government within the sc. p.- 
and : phere of their power to aaam t and en- 
force tue freedom of the people of the Slate, 
aud protect all iu Jile, liberty aud property; 
that my pas-, system, instead of being uii 
lawful, was aud is in harmony With the 
law which now prevails iu Kentucky— a 
law with leanest to all persons form* i v 
slaves overrides all oppo-fng laws. I trust 
slier this statemeut, men who question my 
l*>licy will uu so by meeting my arguue m-, 
and not by mere assertions whicu have no 
other support, either iu lact or law, than 
hat given by the personal character of ihe 
objector. 

1 am aware from long experleQce that it 
will be extremely difficult to obtain lor 
these opinions an impartial hearing. It is 
so much easier to admit old fallacies to be 
true than to suhject them to the rigid test ol 
careful investigation, and theu as negroes 
are without influence, the consequence of a 
mistake whicb may operate unfortunately 
to them, is so slighlly injurious that most 
men parlor an easy error to a difficult truth. 

In former communications on this sub- 
ject, I have referred to Ihe admission of 
Governor Bramlette that " slavery is dead 
in Kentucky." He does not overlook this 
citawou of his authority, nor deny iis literal 
correctness, but admit* and still argues that 
" tne necessary and logical result of the war 
of tbe lebelbou is the extirpation of slavery 
iu the I'nited States, and that sound policy 
and wise stalesmanship as well as true

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A Literary Hoax. 

A yfar or two ago, a story appeared in the 
Atlantic Monthly, under the title of "A 
Man without a Country," which bore the 
semblance of a veritable narrative of actual 
events, and exciled a good deal of discus- 
sion and animadversion. It purported to 
be the history of an officer iu our navy, 
who, in punishment for a wish that £>•• 
"might never hear of the United Statea 
again," was kept sailing up and down the 
high seas for many years, totally debarred 
from communication with his kind. The 
story, plausibly told, waa attributed to one 
"Captain Frederick Ingham, U. S. N." and 
several zealous persons exhumed old rec- 
ords to controvert some ol" said Ingham s 
statements. 

It now appears from ■ foot-note to the 
same story, appended bv the author in the 
new edition of "Atlantic Tales," just issued 
by TicknorA Fields, that "Peter Nolan" and 
the curious account of his experiences were 
alike figments of the brain. Here the ex- 
planation: 

"This story was written in the summer of 
1863, as a contribution, however humble, 
towards the formation of a just and true 
national sentiment, or sentiment of h>ve to 
the nation. It was at the time when Mr. 
Vallandigham had been sent across the 
border. It waa ny wish, indeed, that the 
story mi<?ht be printed before the autumu 
elections of that year— as my 'testimoay' 
regarding t he principles involved in them — 
bnt circumstances delayed its publication 
till tho December number of tue Atlantic 
appeared. 

"It is wholly a fiction, 'founded on fact.' 
Tho flctsou which it is founded are thtse: 
that Aaron Hurr sailed down the Miss- 
issippi river in 18C5, again in lbOO, and was 
tried for treason in 1807. The rest, with one 
exception to b« noticed, is all tictitiom. 

"It was my intention that the story should 
have been published with no author's 
name, other than that of Captain Frederic 
Ingham, 17. S. N. Whether writing under 
his name or my own. I bath taken no 
liberiits kvith history other than eaeh as 
everv wi iier fie'i.m is prir.lej. d Iu take 
— i- Ji • i must 'akt , if fieri m it lo be writ- 
ten at 

The wti'er, being al triiffcweeuwal, gives 
this desct'lpUoti nl the ex it"tner<? which 
followed th-* pnb'ir«,'i >r. - j his stieevesful 
h"iT :

From that in>» 
ment it has gradually acquired different ac 
cessories, for which I am not responsible 
Thus I have heard it said that at one 
bureau of the Navy Department they say 
that Nolan was pardoned in fact, and re 
turned home to die. At another bureau, 1 
am told, the answer to questions Is, that 
though it is true that au officer was kept 
abroad all his life, bis name waa not Nolan. 
A venerable friend of mine In Boston, wh i 
discredits all tradition, still recollects this 
'Nolan court martial.'"
